Rev. J. 8. Graham Was Depressed a 
in Need of Rest.

ALBANY, N. Y., April 10.—The Rev. 


Joseph 8. Graham, rector of the Roman | 


Catholic Church of the Blessed Sacra- 


ment, on Central Avenue, in the western | 
end of the city, and one of the best-known | 


priests In the Albany Diocese, ended his 
life to-day by sending a bullet through 


his heart while in the study of the parish | 
| house near the church. 


Annie Cole, housekeeper for Father Gra- 
ham, was the only person in the house be- 


sides the priest when the. shot was fired. 


She was on the main floor of the paro-/} 
chial residence when she heard a pistol | 
She hurried upstairs to the study | 


shot. 
and found Father Graham 
with a revolver in his hand, 

“Oh, why did you do it?” she asked. 

“I’m discouraged about the service to- 
night,” he replied, 

A momént later he was dead. Bishop 
Burke was early on the scene. He said 
the dead priest had been in an exceeding- 
ly nervous state for the last three weeks.

“He had suffered from depression,” he | 


continued, “‘and had not acted like him- 
self for a long time. His physician had 
repeatedly advised him to give up his 
work and go away for a rest.” 

The Bishop said that the act of Father 
Graham did not surprise him in the least. 
He said that Father Graham apparently 
did not wish the Bishop to get a priest to 
take his place in case he went away to 
regain his health. Among those who 
were called to the house was Police Cap- 
tain Patrick H. Mahar, a brother-in-law 
in whose precinct the 
suicide occurred,

Appellate Court Hands Down a De- 
cision by Which They May Es- 
cape Basement Dwellings. 


A decision of great interest to tenement- 
house architects and builders, covering 
the question of basement living rooms | 
was handed down yesterday in the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court. 

Virtually all the decision does is to| 
change the word “or” in a section of 
the tenement house law to “and,’’ but 
that means that hundreds, and perhaps | 
thousands, of tenement-house landlords | 
will have to provide quarters other than | 
those in basements-for their Janitors, and} 
will by so much diminish the revenue from } 
their houses. : 

The case grew out of an effort on the| 
part of Abraham and Harris Cohen to} 
compel Tenement House Commissioner | 
Butler to approve plans for alterations | 
to fifteen tenements in 140th Street, be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth Avenues, 680 
that certain basement rooms might be 
used for living purposes. The builders 
sought to get this approval by @ man- 
damus directed against the Commissioner, 
to which the Tenement House Depart- 
ment, through Assistant Corporation 
Counsel John P. O’Brien, demurred. | 
From a judgment overruling this de- | 
murrer the appeal decided yesterday was 
taken. 

The houses in question are of the con- | 
ventional six-story type, separated from 
one another along the rear fifty-eight 
feet of their depth by courts thir- 
teen feet wide. At the rear is @ 
private right of wav extending through 
the block at the same level as 140th 
Street. The courts, however, have been 
depressed seven and one-half feet be- 
low the level of this private way. The 
result is that the ceilings of the basements 
of the houses, although nine and one-half 


feet above the level of the courts, are 
only two feet above the street level. 


ceilings in basement rooms “shall be at 
pao four and one-half feet above the sur- 
face of the street or ground outside of 
adjoining the same.” 
The Sonteskion of the builders was that 
the law had been complied with if a 
basement ceiling was 442 feet above either 
the street level or the ground outside, 
the latter.being, in the case of the 140th 
Street houses, the level of the depressed 
court yard. Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel O’Brien, on the other hand, main- 
tained that the street level was intended 
to be the primary determining factor. —

VIRGINIA DIVORCE INVALID. 


Mrs. Ransom Married Again After Ob- 
taining a Decree. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday affirmed the decision of 
Justice Dowling in a Special Term of the 
Supreme Court granting to Porte V. Ran- 
som a decree of divorce from Mrs. George 
L. Browning of Madison, Va. 

The case is one which has attracted 
attention throughout the United States, 
and the Appellate Division had to con-| 
sider some novel questions. Mrs. Eva B. 
Hill Ransom left this city, where she had | 
been living with Mr. Ransom, went to 
Virginia, and obtainéd a divorce in the 
Circuit Court of Virginia from Mr. Ran- 
som. Five years after obtaining her de- 
cree of divorce she married Georges lh 
Browning, a prominent lawyer of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and law partner of Rep- 
resentative James’ Hay of Virginia, who 
had been Mrs. Ransom’s counsel. 

On April 24, 1906, Porte V. Ransom be- 

| Saran action for divorce in the Supreme 
Court here because of her second mar- 
riage. Justice Dowling granted Mr. Ran- 
som’s decree, and his Judgment was af- 
firmed yesterday by the Appellate Divi- 
sion. The decree i@ based on lack of 
personal service. Mr. Ransom dié not de- 
fend the Virginia action brought by his 
wife, as no service was made on him 
except by publication, under the Virginia 
statutes, and here lies the legal ques- 
tion which in ell Ukelihood will take the 
case to the United States Supreme Court. 

In his opinion affirming Justice Dowl- 
ing’s decision Justice Laughlin says in 
part: 

** This unfortunate state of the law rea 
lating to divorces, by which a divorce {s 
regarded as valid in one State and vold 
in another, with all the deplorable con- 


sequences which shock the sensibilities 
of decent men and women, and bring 
untold disgrace and misery on their in- 
nocent offspring, may, I think, be ameli- 
orated to some extent by the legislative 
and judicial departments of the respective 
State Governments without an amend- 
ment to the Fedjeral Constitution, which 
is the only complete remedy for this 
crying evil ,and without abandoning their 
respective public policies to which they 
apparently jealously adhere. It is high 
time that a movement was instituted in 
the Legislatures. or by the trial courts 
by which divorces shall not be granted 
excepting in those cases where the court 
can obtain such jurisdiction over the de- 
fendant that it must be recognized by 
every, other State and Territory in the 
. ‘

in Wales and the Marches. Wales is full of hidden }-} 


history and buried romance. It was the birthplace 
of the round table legends, and it was the scene of 
great doings under the Romans. In a letter to the 
committee the author of “ The Adventures of Harry 
Richmond” says: 

Researches that may even chance to throw some 
light on the period of the Roman occupation of 
Britain would be of priceless value to our national 
history, and a refreshment to Weishmen. 

We cannot hope to know in what degree Roman 
civilization affected the minds and put a polish on 
the bearing of the primitive people; it may well have 
been to an extent sufficient to justify a belief in the 
real foundation of the legends and poems that have 
come to us, showing a spirit of courteousness and 
chivalry in striking contrast with the barbarism of 
the subsequent invaders. But any effort is worth 
the cost, that we may know more than we do at 
present. 


The question, When is a novel not a novel? is 
being fought out in a London court. When Mr. S. R. 
Crockett’s book, “ Me and Myn, Limited,” was about 
to be publishd last June by Mr. T. Fisher Unwin, a 
rival publishing house, that of James Clarke & Co., 
was about to issue another Crockett book, “ Vida,” 
under a contract with the author which described 
it as the only novel of his to appear that season. The 
Clarkes sent out to the trade a circular stating that 
“Me and Myn, Limited,” was not a novel, but only 
a@ slight collection of stories on stamp collecting. The 
result of this was that many orders for the book 
were cut down, hence the suit. It was brought out 
in the hearing that “ Me and Myn” was a complete 
story, with a hero, a heroine, love, 4nd a marriage. 
Those who have read this product of Mr. Crockett’s 
facile pen may nevertheless be permitted to doubt, 
whatever the court’s decision be, its right to be de- 
scribed as a novel 


It was just twenty years ago that Mrs. Humphry 
Ward's “ Robert Bismere ” was published. Its career 
since that time has been an interesting one. Soon 
after its appearance it was translated into German, 
Danish, and Swedish, but not until fifteen years 
later—that {s, five years ago—did a Latin or Cath- 
olic country attempt Its translation. Then it was 
translated simultaneously into Italian and French. 
M. Frederick Brunetiére, who reprinted the major 
part of the iovel in Le Revue des Deux Mondes, then 
explained to Mra. Ward that “ the ideas of religious 
reconstruction In ‘Robert Elsmere’ could not have 
been taken seriously by the French fifteen years 
before, but had since gained such hold in church 
and seminaries that his Church wag obliged to mirror 
them.” 


In the report of a dinner speech given as a toast 
to famous American writers at the Lyceum Club 
banquet, where May Sinclair presided and Gertrude

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Luther was born in 1483, about a quarter of a 
century from the publication of the first book printed 
from movable type in the Western World. At 18 
his faithful and affectionate sent him to study 
jurisprudence at Erfurt. At 22 he became a lecturer 
on Aristotle; at 23 a monk; at 24 a priest; at 25 
Professor of Philosophy at the new University of 
Wittenberg; at 29 a Doctor of Theology; at 37 was 
excommunicated, and the next year put under the 
ban of the empire, an outlaw whom no one Might 
lawfully shelter, and any one might lawfully destray; 
at 42 he married, and at G2 he died. In these Jettemm 
the redder will naturally seek most for indications 
of the character of the man rather than for came 
nected knowledge of his career, and his quest will 
be abundantly rewarded.

“they scorn me. What more can I do? 
for Christ says, ‘As he delighted not 
ieee.

he clothed himself with cursing as with 
& garment.’” And then with almost 
Whimsical confusion of moods: “But 
We must pray for the poor little com- 
pany who are being led astray by them, 
that they may be delivered out of the 
claws of the murderer of souls at Rome, 
and of his apostles.” 

One must, of course, remember, in 
seeking the true meaning of this ex- 
travagant language, the habit of mind 
that prevailed in Germany at that time 
and among the company of whom 
Lather was the leader and the ex- 
ponent. If they denounced their ene- 
mies as murderers inspired by the 
Gevil it was their response to ‘the 
burnings and the torture with which 
the latter sought to rain and 
silence them. And it must remegm- 
bered, too, that on neither side of the 


strenuous conflict over religious beliefs 
was there any doubt that eternal life 


and even eternal torment depended 
: on the correctnese of a man's 
on ‘theology. If Luther dubbed 

Pope ‘a “murderer of souls,” he 
believed that souls were 

actually murdered by the Pope. It is 


interesting, however, and something-of 
@ relief to the modern mind, which can 


with difficulty even imagine the effect 
ef guch beliefs sincerely harbored, to 
Bote in these letters of the militant 
religious reformer the evidences that 
the ordinary events of human life im- 
pressed and molded him as they do us, 
and that his life of struggle held ample 
time for sweet friendship, for still 
sweeter family affection, for the love of 
letters and the exercise of scholarship, 
for a delight in nature rarely expressed 
fm those days, and for the sportive 
pleasantry of a nature essentially 
kindly, happy, and free. 

Luther’s love of birds and animals 
Was akin to that of his dear friend, 
Albrecht Direr, “that superior man,” 
that “excellent man,” manifested with 
such marvelous beauty in his drawings. 
From Wartburg, where the Elector of 
Saxony held him a petted prisoner to 
protect him from the Emperor's hate, 
he wrote constantly of the birds, “ who 
sing beautifully on the trees, praising 
God night and day with all their 
might,” and chronicled with joy the ap- 
pearance of the first nightingale. He 
went hunting “to get a taste of the 
pleasures which fine gentlemen love so 
well,” and tried to rescue a poor hare 

y hiding it under his foat, “ but the 

Ogs discovered it and bit its leg 
through the coat, and choked it, s0 
we ‘ound it dead. Thus do the Pope 


and Satan despite my efforts to try to 
ruin saved souls.” From Coburg, where 
he was awaiting the results of the 
momentous conference at Augsburg, he 
wrote in the lightest veiN to his wife 
about the daws, ‘‘ which signify a whole 
army of sophists,” and 
with keen interest that though “the 
nightingale is not to be heard, its forg- 
runner and imitator, they cuckoo, ‘Is 
raising its exquisite voice ~** * *.” 
And there is a witty and 
“petition” addressed to himself by 
“thrushes, blackbirds, linnets, gold- 
finches, along with other well-disposed 
birds who are spending the Summer at 
Wittenberg,” praying him to restrain 
his servant from setting nets for them. 

Among the pleasantest revelations of 
Luther’s character in these lettef?s are 
those to his wife and children or con- 
cerning them. To the former his tone 
is invariably most affectionate and 
usually playful. She is “ Kiithie, my 
wife and commander,” “‘my kind and 
dear Kiithie,” “my dearly beloved 
housewife Katherine Luther, owner of 
Zulsdorf and the Satimarket, and what- 
ever else she may be,” or “my dear 
wife, Katherine Luther, doctoress and 
self-tormentor at Wittenberg, my gra- 
cious lady "—this within a few weeks of 
his death, and occasioned by his wife’s 
anxiety for his health; “the saintly, 
anxious lady at Wittenberg, my gra- 
cious dear wife.” For hig children he 
shows the most constant and tender 
solicitude, and maintains a gilant 
caré of their training. His letters w 
his son are as full of joyous sympathy 
with youth as of wisdom and fatherly 
anxiety. 

It is to be noted with gratitude that 
these letters ares rendered -intjo most 
satisfactory English, simple, flexible, 
expressive, and natural. They consti- 
tute a work unique in its value and 
interest, BC.

Biography of Unusual Fullness 
—Origin of the Anti-Trust 
Law — The Silver 
Purchase Act. 


HIS book* appears to have 
been written in obedience 
to a testamentary injunc- 
tion of John Sherman 
himself, who made pro- 
vision in his will for “ the 

writing of an impartial biography,” im 
posing, however, the condition that 
“this provision is not made to secure 
a eulogy, for I am conscious of many 
faults. But I claim that in my duty 
to the public I have been honest, faith- 
ful, and true.” 

Mindful of this limitation, the biog- 
rapher has successfully refrained from 
eulogy. The book is hardly an appreci- 
ation; it 4s a record: We should say 
that in many particulars it is an un- 
mecessarily full record, since tetters, 
documents, narrative, and recital are 
presented with an amplitude warranted 
only by the supposition that the book 
would find readers eager for the 
minujest details of the statesman’s life, 
In the State of Ohio politics are intense 
and absorbing: Conceivably some white- 
haired wheelhorse of the party, ignor- 
ant of bridge and indifferent to the In- 
terests and the chatter of newer gen- 
erations, might agreeably while away 
the languid hours in reading the letters 
which set forth the origin, progress, 
culmination, and ending of the “ cool- 
ness’ between Gov.

“his services In the enactment of the 
anti-trust law of 1890 would appro- 
priately stand near the top,” The his- 
tory of the anti-trust law_and of its 
effects is still in the making. Very 
recent experience of its operation would 
incline many Americans to the belief 
Kerr’s opinion is dispttable. 
For one thing, the biographer does set 
forth the ignoble origin of the act. The 
policy it embodies did not originate 
with Mr. Sherman. In the Fiftieth 
Congress, from 1887 to 1889, some forty 
bills and resolutions were introduced to 
suppress, regulate, or investigate trusts. 
The bill which, after much amendment, 
became the Sherman act was introduced 
by the Senator as the first measure of 
the Congress that met in December, 
1889. But it was not an anti-trust bill 
at all. It was intended as a counter- 
balance to the protective tariff, as a 
remedy for evils notoriously engendered 
by the policy of imposing high protect- 
ive duties. Im Mr. words, 
“it applied only to arrangements or 
agreements made with the intention to 
prevent full and free competition in the 
importation, transportation, or sale of 
domestic which competed with 
any similar articles upon which a duty 
fis levied by the United States,” when 
transported from one or Terri- 
tory to another.

He knew that 
the purchase provision of the law must, 
fm the very nature of things, be very 
Brief in duration, The Treasury was 
already glutted with silver which the 
country would not receive into circula- 
tion. To add to this store by a pur- 
chase of bullion on a continually fall- 
tng market and at a corresponding loss 
to the Government, would constantly 
arouse public sentiment to the folly of 
such @ course and- result in a speedy 
repeal of the law.” It would have been 
better to leave these things unsaid, for 
by saying them Mr. Kerr makes it very 
clear that Senator Sherman assented to 
and helped pass a bill that he knew 
to be false in principle and dangerous. 
To say them, moreover, brings more 
clearly into view the fagitious bargain 
with the silver men. The Silver Pur- 
chase act was, so far as the sound- 
money Republicans of the Senate were 
concerned, merely a move in the tariff 
game. The protected interests Insisted 
on higher duties, the McKinley act was 
to be the reply to their demand, and the 
Purchase act secured the support of 
the silver men. Three years later, in 
the throes of panic and financial dis- 
aster, to the bringing on of which the 
Sherman Silver act was the chief con- 
tributing cause, the repeal of the law 
was extorted from an unwilling Con- 
gress by the courage and determination 
of Grover Cleveland.

of the heart into words of truth and 
power—this power, which its the power 
of the great poet, has not been given to 
the Kentuckian. 

Mr. Cawein—and here he stands, 
doubtless with a noble company—lacks 
the power of self-criticism. He is too 
often satisfied with the nearly right in 
place of the just right. His metaphors 
frequently fail to convey the picture 
intended. He speaks, for instance, of 
hepaticas “tossed, sapphirelike, along 
the way.” But this does not give us 
the flower; the description does not 
describe. Another poet, Bliss Carman, 
speaks of the same flowers, “in their 
sober Quaker hue.”’ Instantly the gray- 
blue, soft-petaled flower blooms for 
you, as you have seen it amid its leaves 
on many a Spring day under the bare 
forest trees. This may a small 
matter, but it bespeaks a certain lack 
either of perception. or of the power 
accurately to convey that perception, 
and is met with frequently in these 
pages. Too many of the nature lyrics 
are a catalogue of names, with noth- 
ing distinctive to give a raison d’étre. 
Such are “The Woodpath” and “ The 
Rock,” and others. On the other hand, 
nothing could be more charming with 
fancy and felicitous phrase than “ The 
Sound of the Lays’’—the end of the 
fourth verse, for instance: 


Where the earth was holy with lily and 
rose 

And the myriad life of the grasses 

contains much more than the mere re-

Unfortunately what seems 
like carelessness often spoils his verse, 
even a willful ugliness occasionally in- 
trudes, Uke the line “Is rich with a 
perishless fire,” so disagreeable with 
its sibilants and thin vowels. At times, 
too, a lack of purity of vision jars the 
reader, as in the line, 

All hail to the balsam that dreams and 

drips, 

with its mixed effect. One hesitates 
to use the term slipshod, but ft t& 
not unfair to some of the work in 
these volumes. Yet there is constantly 
discernible a geincerity of purpose, a 
gentle pleasure in turning all the love- 
liness that comes before him into verse 
that makes one dislike to carp at the 
ill success of some of the resulting lines, 
Such poems as “ The Sign of the Skull” 
and “Dum Vivimus” give nother 
view of Mr. Cawein’s art, and are ex- 
cellently done, with their effect of grim 
vivacity; as to any distinct philosophy 
of life, Mr. Cawein does not attempt to 
give it in these works; his message, if 
he can be said to have one, is rather 
negative and questioning than positive 
or confident. Perhaps he is most at 
home in retelling old myths, in ballads 
of ladies and knights errant, and very 
charming he is when so occupied. On 
the whole, though these books may not 
prove Mr. Cawein to be a great poet, 
they are yet worthy of a place on our 
shelves for the beauty of many of the 
songs as a and agreeable 
utterance in a silent day.

HE poetry of Mr. Arthur 
Upson has made its way 
so quietly, so apart from 
the cheap exploitation 
which has characterized 
the introduction of cer- 
tain recent poets, that those who are 
roused to interest only by a dramatic 
entry will hardly be familiar with Mr.

life,’ and of the difficult terms on 
which it fs at the best secured and 
enjoyed.” The origin of the book does 
not signify as much, to be sure, as its 
Welcome reappearance in new dress, A 
mere glance over the pages serves to 
recall] many. agreeable inemories and 
cordially to invite a rereading. This 
is, worth while .with “The Tragic 
Muse,” for it ages well. lt is a nine- 
teenth century novel, stil]. fresh, charm- 
ing, vital, in the twentieth. It treats 
of one phase of “the artistic life”’— 
the theatrical—which has of late been 
persistently treated of in printed books 
of-all qualities as it had not yet been 
in the days of this novel’s beginning, 
about 1889. The habitual reader who 
does not very carefully choose his books 
is surfeited these days with discussion 
of the playhouse, gossip, theorizing, 
moralizing, prophesying, til he grows 
to dislike the name of it. But even in 
that earlier age Mr. James tells us 
that he found an “ unappeasable curi- 
osity for the things of the theatre—ex- 
cept the drama itself"—and “for the 
personality of the performer (al:nost 
any performer quite sufficiently serv- 
ing)” in particular—a veritable “ social 
passion“ in London. It is a “social 
passion™ on this side of the Atlantic 
now. But a sensitive reader, if “ The 
Tragic Muse” is still a new book to 
him, need not dread its exposition of 
theatricals. He will find that here as 
elsewhere Mr. James's fine artistic 
reticence is a saving grace. 

The conflict between art and “the 
world” Mr. James used to ccnsider 
“one of the half-dozen great primary 
motives.” He still is in doubt as to 
why the world should so consistently 
oppose the development of the artistic 
spirit. That seems an easy question to 
decide until you try deliberately to 
decide it in terms. Then you find your- 
self piling up-words which may bury 
the point at issue, and will certainly 
confuse it. Perhaps it is another 
“self-evident proposition” the sanest 
explanation of which would be “ be- 
cause it does.” 

The result’ of Mr. Jares 
researches is that the immediate origin 
of “The Tragic Muse” was quite com- 
monplace. Mr. Thomas Bailey Aldrich, 
as editor of The Atlantic Monthly, 
asked him for a serial that- should run 
through the year. It was the last long 
gerial he wrote for many years—until 
“The Ambassadors,” if our memory 
gerves. Reading over the novel now, 
the author fancies the circumstances 
“make” for ‘a special tenderness of 
charity ’—yet few of his readers, who 
are readers of his own special quality, 
will admit that allowances need be 
made for “ The Tragic Muse” nineteen 
years afterward. Says Mr. James:

A RUSTIC STORY. 


Once In a while it is refreshing to meet 
with a book in. which the interest makes 
mo effort to hasten, but meanders peace- 
fully along, with “abundant stops by 
the wayside for humor and whimsical 
characterization. Such a book is “ Moth- 
ers in Israel,” by J. 8. Fletcher, (Moffat, 
Yard & Co.) It ts the tale of a Yorkshire 
village, which is swayed, socially and re- 
ligiously, by the wives of two rich farm- 
ers.

Pasquale Villari ‘Revives Ques- 
tion, Is History a Science >— 
Conclusion Less Valuable 
than His Discussion. 


By PROF. CHRISTIAN GAUSS. 

T ts a significant fact that 
in a work written some 
twenty-five years ago, 
“The Main Currents in 
Nineteenth Century Lit- 
erature,” that distin- 

guished critic Georg Brandes could en- 
tirely ignore Italy and the Italians 
Like the Spaniards, they were consid- 
ered as a people apart, a people with 
only a past. There was at that time a 
certain justification for this omission; 
for the Italians had, since the French 
Revolution, been busied with a pecul- 
iarly national problem, and the best 
blood of Italy had been drawn into the 
struggle for national independence. 
That restless spirit, Mazzini, is a fair 
type of the intellectual life of his people 
in the first sixty years of the century. 
With the establishment of the Italian 
kingdom his struggle came to an end; 
and in the brief interval which has 
since elapsed there are to be discerned 
in the peninsula the unmistakable signs 
of a revival of interest in learning. She 
is once again demanding recognition in 
the world of European culture; and 
with a line of scholars like De Sanctis, 
Rajna, Graff, Carducci, De Gubernatis, 
Comparetti, Lanciani, Lombroso, and 
Ferrero to support her claims, it would 
be sheer intellectual snobbery longer to 
deny her a place with England and 
France and Germany. 


Though Lanciani's work in archaeol- 
ogy and Ferrero’s tn history have re- 
cently been translated, the majority of 
her scholars are, to the English-speak- 
ing public, comparatively unknown. It 
is a pleasure, therefore, to find that 
Pasquale Villari, the learned biographer 
of Savonarola, now once more appears 
before this larger audience.* It is un- 
fortunate, however, that he should have 
chosen to present himself with a vol- 
ume of essays in which by a long- 
est and most pretentious is a @iscussion 
of the old, old question, Is history a 
There has been ever since the 

advent of Darwin a feverish anxiety on 

the part of Iintellectugl workers to be 
considered scientific. Science has be- 
come a shibboleth, a St. Peter with the 
keys to lock or unlock reputations. It 
is an interesting and a suggestive fact 
that in proportion as the academician 
has further and further increased his 
pretensions in this direction, the lay- 
man has attached more and more op- 
probrium to the term academic. There 

is a law of compensations. There is a 

certain school of historians which has a 

horror of being dubbed artistic, and so 

long as Freeman is their god they. may 
rest in peace. No one in his right mind 
would call Freeman an artist. A promi- 
nent American historian has said that 
the whole progress of civilization has 
been an attempt to free humanity from 
the bondage of the imagination; he 
might have added that the tendency of 
much of the later nineteenth century 
thought has been to enslaye it to the 
fact, and it has been wisely remarked 
by Mr. Chesterton that the facts often 
misrepresent. The fact that Poland 
was dismembered does not prove Po- 
land was not a nation. . The fact that 
the army of Grant defeated the army of 

Lee does not prove thatthe North was 

right and that the South was wrong. 

This remains an entirely independent 

question, Yet any intelligent. account 
. Of a process, of the overthrow of the 
\doctrine of State rights, for instance, 

involves an idea of the beginning and 
the end. The historian must select his 
facts, and they will seem significant or 
negligible to him according as he looks 
upon the process from one point of view 
or another, He cannot paint in vacuo, 
and it wilt be his own idea of the proo- 
ess which will provide his background. 

In this important work of selection 
he is governed by his philosophy and 
his imagination, It is only when he 
attempts. to ascertain. the. truth or 
falsity of a particular bit of evidence 
that he becomes scientific. That this

ig a most useful and necessary portion 
of the historian’s work is, of course; 
self-evident. Yet it is absurd to claim 
with Villari that because in certain of 
itg processes it is scientific, history Is 
therefore a science. It is no more a 
science than it is an art. It is both. 


Villari’s essay is therefore somewhat 
disappointing. He does not define 
science and he does not define his- 
tory. He gives us simply an account 
of what history was in antiquity, in 
the Renaissance, in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and what it is doing at present, 
There are abundant citations from 
previous historians and from all the 
earlier students who have discussed 
this question. In fact, the author 
swirls about in an eddy of other men’s 
opinions, and it might be said of his 
method, as of an earlier schoo! of crit 
cism, that it does not conclude. He 
does give us incidentally, however, 
numerous interesting suggestions, as, 
for instance, his account of the rise af 
the historical novel of Scott and Min- 
zon. The appearance of this new art 
form he attributes to the fact that 
eighteenth century history treated all 
peoples and times as one. It reckoned 
only with what was everywhere the 
same, and was therefore dull, abstract, 
and prosaic. The historical povelist, 
on the contrary, accentuated the dif- 
ferences in times and nations, brought 
out: what was particular and distinct- 
fve, and thus made the past romantic 
and picturesque. The historical novel 
«was in a sense a protest against the 
dryness of the eighteenth century his- 
torians. It is in such incidental re- 
marks that Villari best shows his 
acumen. Fortunately in his own prac- 
tice he occasionally belies his theory, 
and certain of the articles here in- 
cluded, notably those on Savonarola 
and Donatello, as well as his careful 
criticism of De Sanctis, will help to 
show why he has been regarded as one 
of Italy’s foremost students. ca 


VERSE BY MRS. WHITNEY. 


GYPSY VERSES. By Helen Hay Whitney.

This collection of graceful verse, mod- 
estly put forth and entitled, gives another 
proof of Mrs. Whitney's delicate poetic 
fancy.

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 LEMAITRE'S TRY AT 
~ ROUSSEAU MYSTERY 


F Academician’s Study’ of the Be- 
wildering Personality of 
Author of ‘ Le Contrat 
~ Social.”

EOPLE who, knowing more 

or Jess vaguely that Jean- 

Jacques Rousseau exerted 

an enormous influence 

over the France of ~his 

day, and for not a few 
days. or years thereafter, yet lack the 
almost desperate energy and persistence 
now required for gaining from the 
man’s books even a hint as to how or 
why he did it, can profitably read the 
collected lectures of Jules Lemaitre on 
the great sentimentalist, translated by 
Mme. Chafles Bigot and published by 
The McClure Company.* 

Of course the mystery of Rousseau’s 
power and efficiency is not entirely 
cleared up, even by an analyst and 
critic as erudite and able as M, Le- 
" maitre; that was not to™be expected, 
hardly to be hoped; but this almost 
strangest figure in literary, political, 
and social history is at least presented 
with sympathy and appreciation, his 
personal story Is told as it was, not as 
myth and tradition have made it, and 
the substance of his books—so far as 
they can be said to have substance— 
has been extracted from the appalling 
wilderness of words in which it was so 
clearly revealed to pre-revolutionary 
France, and in which it was s0 care- 
fully concealed from modern readers. 

M. Lemaitre says that he has read 
everything Rousseau wrote, and almost 
all that others have written about him. 
It may be so; at any rate he has prob- 
ably read more than anybody else, and 
he now gives to a world that should 
be grateful good excuse for never again 
undertaking the dreadful task. He 
claims, and apparently with truth, to 
have freed himself, during the per- 
formance of that task, of the prejudices 
and animosities with which he began 
it. He did not attain to admiration for 
Rousseau, either as a man or a phil- 
osopher, but he did come to a sort of 
understanding of him and to a great 
pity for his misfortunes and his suffer- 
tings. 

The biography and the criticism move 
along together. Never, probably, were 
preaching and practice further apart 
than they were in Jean-Jacques, and 
yet the man was not exactly insincere 
nor exactly a hypocrite. His philosophy, 
though not originally founded on any- 
thing more admirable than a deter- 
mination to take, in answering a 
question propounded by a provincial 
academy as to the effect on morals of 
the development of the arts and 
sciences, the side which other people 
would not be likely to take, seemed true 
to him as soon as his thesis won the 
prize and its paradoxes attracted atten- 
tion. 

He eould believe anything he wanted 
to believe; the identity of virtue and 
wisdom with his own aspirations and 
arguments appeared to him self-evi- 
dent; his own wild imaginings as to a 
“state of nature” he accepted as dem- 
onstrated scientific facts. It disturbed 
his mental equanimity not at all that 
he, almost all his life a slave and 
parasite of the rich and titled, should 
vehemently proclaim the joys of inde- 
pendence and savagely denounce any 
recognition of inequality among human 
beings. A worshipper of intelligence, 
his chosen and almost lifelong compan- 
jon was a woman who had no trace 
of it; exhorting others to devote their 
best years to the education—and such 
an education!—of their children, he sent 
his own to the foundling asylum as fast 
as they were born; and, the passionate 
advocate of liberty, he yet dreamed 
out a system of government which, had 
it not been impossible, would have 
turned almost immediately into the 
bloodiest of despotisms, precisely as an 
approximation to it did during the 
Terror. 

This was the man whom aristocratic, 
no less than bourgeois and prpletarian, 
France read avidly and seriously, and 
haile@d-as a savior and prophet! Why? 
M. Lemaitre’s explanation amourits to

little more than that he was a gentus, 


“| @ great writer—that he had a “style” 


and an “accent.” In other words, M. 
Lemaitre doesn’t know why; he only 
feels that there was a reason and that 
it must have been adequate, Not one 
of Rousseau's premises or conclusions 
does he accept—no sane person can— 
and yet the madman had an underlying 
and effectual element of rightness. At 
least his wrongness was the exact oppo- 
site and antithesis of the general 
wrongness of his time, and in a‘ world 
where everybody was a victim of privi- 
lege—privilege possessed or privilege 
lacked—the man who proposed the 
greatest changes in the structure and 
theory of life was the most acceptable 
leader. 

Here in America we saw “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,” a book with not a few 
of the characteristics of Rousseau's 
work, show a similar power as well as, 
and in despite of, a somewhat similar 
tnaccuracy and illogic. Imagine, though, 
the reception a philosopher would re- 
ceive to-day who could argue, as Jean- 
Jacques did, that the invention of axes 
led to the physical deterioration of hu- 
manity, since after it men no longer had 
to break off branches by exerting the 
muscles of their arms! He could not 
see, and none of his contemporaries 
saw, apparently, that the man with the 
axe uses his muscles just as much as 
the man without it, since he breaks off 
bigger branches. We, however, talk 
every day about “ labor-saving machin- 
ery,” which ts just as absurd.

The men of force and 
spirit and brawn and brain who have 
made Edward's empire what it is are 
worth reading about, just for the sake 
of their own characters, aside from thelr 
work in the world’s history. In matter 
of temperament and character not one 
of all these strenuous men is more inter- 
esting than is he whose life George C. 
Henderson, Professor of History in Ade- 
laide University, has written under the 
title, ‘‘ Sir George Grey, Pioneer of Em- 
pire in Southern Lands," (imported by E. 
P. Dutton & Co., $4.) Sir George Grey’s 
public career lay mainly in the two mid- 
dle quarters of the last century, in South 
Australia, New Zealand and South Africa. 
In New Zealand he was twice Governor 
and once Premier, and in Australasia his 
memory is still revered and his name and 
influence are still powerful. He laid the 
foundation of much of that social prog- 
reas which has won for New Zealand the 
title of “The Social Experiment Station 
of the World,” and in both that colony 
and South Australia it is the policies that 
he fought for that have since been inau- 
gurated. In South Africa he was dis- 
missed from office because he championed 
80 warmly the principle of federation. 
The years of his public career were most- 
ly stormy and strenuous, partly because 
he was so far in advance of the social 
and political thought of his time. Prof. 
Henderson has written the story of his 
interesting life with justice and with im- 
partial judgment.

Sa. is not long since in THs 
New Yors Times SatTur- 
DAY REVIEW oF Books 
Mr. Archibald Marshall 
was hailed as a coming 
English novelist, and this 
belief was based upon the steadily 
increasing value and interest of 
his books. His career as a writer of fic- 
tion dates back only eight years, to the 
appearance of that amusing absurdity, 
“Peter Binney, Undergraduate.” Six 
years passed after this before Mr. Mar- 
shall brought out his next book, “‘ The 
House of Merrilees,” close upon the 
heels of which came “Richard Bal- 
dock”; and critica] readers of these 
books discovered in them considerable 
merit, and thought that what faults 
they had were more than balanced by 
the excellence of the character-drawing. 
Then, last year, came “‘ Exton Manor,” 
which put the author’s earlier work In 
the shade. 


There will then surely be a demand 
for Mr. Marshall’s new novel, “ Many 
Junes.” It is not better than “ Exton 
Manor,” and, indeed, authorship is not 
mechanical work that improves auto- 
matically. “ Lovel’the Widower ” came 
between “Esmond” and “Denis Du- 
val.” But if it is not better, there are 
few who will think It worse. It has less 
atmosphere, certainly; but, on the other 
hand, there is more action; and, of 
course, as is always the case with this 
author's work, the Character-sketcheg 
are lifelike. Those who take up “ Many 
Junes ” will finish it at a sitting. 

The story is simple. A rich old Ad- 
miral loses his money and his son is 
thrown upon the world to earn his liv- 
ing, but in the end succeeds to his 
uncle's estates. That is the bald out- 
line, and it is a plot as conventional as 
may be; yet in the hands of Mr. Mar- 
shall it is rarely that the reader remem- 
bers this. The weakest part of the 
book—and it is well to mention the fault 
and be done with it-—4a that portion 
which treats of the hero as a clerk in 
the City of London. There is not 
enough detail of the young man’s life 
at this time. So conscientious a worker 
is Mr. Marshall that no one will accuse 
him of haste, and the defect seems to 
have arisen from a desire of the author 
not to be tedious; so, unfortunately, we 
are left to conjure up for ourselves the 
young man’s doings in the city, the men 
be meets every day, his hopes, his fears, 
his disappointments, and the qualities 
that slowly but surely raise him above 
4tis fellow-workers in the office and 
land him in &@ post of some importanca 
None the less, Mr. Marshall shows him- 
self throughout in sympathy with his 
hero in those uncongenijal surroundings, 
and he presents a thoughtful descrip- 
tion of the army of workers on the way 
to their daily toil: 

At Blackfriars the crowd became more 
concentrated. Hugh was one of the 
thousands whom the streets and build- 
ings engulfed dally, each atom coming 
from far or near, where there was 
gpace and individuality,.to swell the 
organized and collected wer which 
jwould. move forward one day the great 
engine of commerce. The stream 
flowed more quickly. here, between the 
high stone walls. Those few = 
whom it rested to inv; and 
Seemed to be putting away from them 
the influence of their private lives, and 
to be wrapping themselves In the at- 
mosphere of contest. Their faces were 
thoughtful, their steps quickened. It 
was these who set the pace and car- 
tied with them the many who had 
nothing to do with guiding the engine, 
whose labor expressed itself in hours, 
who must be diligent and careful, but 
need not be anxious, who could carry 
thejr home thoughts as far as their of- 
fice stools and could take ‘them up 
again when the appointed hours of 

their labor were done, without one look 
backward or forward at the end to 
which their day’s work tended. 

The great merit of “Many Junea” 
as it has already been’ said, is in the 
character-drawing, and in the first few 
pages are introduced many personages 
who will not easily be forgotten. The 
old Admiral ,Lelagheur ts a ; 
@ Tough, despotic old sea-dog, so un- 
forgiving in*character that he will not 
overlook an unintentional discourtesy in 
by 
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tune into great wealth In order to throw 
that brother into comparative insignifi- 
cance; so simple that he falls a victim 
to the promoters of wild-cat schemea, 
by which he loses all his money, and so 
bitter to the end, too, that on his death- 
bed he is selfish enough to extract from 
his son a promise to accept no aid from 
his family. There is nothing sympa- 
thetic in these qualities, yet, by brilliant, 
almost undiscernible, touches here and 
there Mr. Marshall contrives to secure 
for the old man respect and pity. Not 
less brilliantly conceived is Mr. Will- 
iams, Hugh Lelacheur’s tutor, whose 
claim to be regarded as a gentleman is 
not borne out by his nature or his man- 
ners; and the Admiral’s old sailor-serw- 
ant, Dunster, who, by a thorough up 
derstanding of the nature with which 
he has to deal, leads his master in most 
matters by the nose. 

The Churtons, mére et fille, are life- 
like. Snobs, both of them, the only dift- 
ference being that the younger woman 
is clever enough to hide her weakness 
and to secure from Hugh a reluctant 
proposal of marriage, which she tm 
mediately accepts, since, she explains 
to her mother, at twenty-six one must 
take what offers. At home the daugh- 
ter is preferable to the mother, for her 
artificiality is more subtle, but when 
they move in a more natura} society— 
and this is one of the best touches in 
the book—it is shown—and we realize 
at once the truth of the picture—how 
the old woman has the kindlier, more 
sympathetic heart. Mother and daugh- 
ter go to a working girls’ club, The 
latter was obviously very ill at ease, 
for there was no simplicity in her nat- 
ure, but “ Mrs. Churton was a different 
woman immediately she entered the 
close, brightly lit clubroom. The girls 
thronged around her. She spoke to them 
authoritatively, but kindly. The tricks 
of speech which she kept for her more 
well-to-do friends had disappeared. She 
was straightforward and sympathetic, 
She had a dozen girls around her for 
one who sought the ear of her daugh- 
ter.” 

Anne Lelacheur, the daughter of the 
Admiral, is one of the daintiest figures 
in contemporary fiction — beautiful, 
merry, witty, and considerate, Whole 
hearted tm her love for her brother, 
Hugh; whole-hearted in her love for her 
first and only lover, the Australian, 
George Blomfield, who captures her 
heart at their first meeting and loses 
his own at the same time, and whole- 
hearted in her love for her little girl, 
also mamed Anne! Pathetic is the 
story of the death of the child from 
typhoid fever at the same time when 
Hugh is suffering from the same com 
plaint, and very beautifully is it tolad— 
with that same reticence that !m 
“Vanity Fair” made the death af 
George Osborne at Waterloo the saddest 
in English literature: 

Struggling back feebly to health and 
reason after long, dark days, Hugh be- 
came aware of the constant presence of 
his sister. Hovering on the border- 
land between the unrealities projected 
by a mind striving to regain its bal- 


ance and the soothing influence of con- 
valescence, he had constantly mistaken 


her for the little child, her namesake. 


She was so quiet, so unlike the Anne 
of old days, and when at last he re- 
gained full consciousness, and saw her 
thin, pale face, with the dark eyes full 
of pain and trouble, a sense of agoniz- 
ing loss pierced him, even through the 
apathy of his weakness. She kissed him 
gently, and hid her face. “ Little Anne” 
he whispered, surprised to find 
s0 weak that he coeff heedly articulate 
Then she turned away from him and 
went oyt of the room.

to me that this gentleman may not be 
alone, and that another subscriber to 
Tue Tuies SaturRDAY REVIEW may have 
read the review. Hence, for the benefit of 
both of them, I feel in duty boundfocorrect 
@ few statements which your reviewer, in 
the wealth of her general knowledge, has 
voiced. I say “her” advisedly in refer- 
fing to your critic after reading the re- 
view. If I wrong some masculine member 
ef your staff, it is entirely due to the 
feview itself, without, intention on my 
part. and I beg his pardon. 
Your reviewer states that readers of my 
previous novel, “ The Spoilers,” realized 
that I based my imaginings upon personal 
experience and frontier history, and pre- 
dicts that readers of “ The Barrier" will 
Be disappointed if they cherish a simijlar 
expectation. 
As a matter of fact, “ The Barrier” is 
as historically correct as “ The Spoilers,” 
and ts based entirely upon personal ex- 
perience and observation. The main char- 
acters in the story are drawn from Life, 
and are as easily recognizable as the 
characters in the latter tale. 1 have the 
names and addresses of mvst of them. In 
time, the story is pitched two years prior 
to that of “ The Spoilers,” is located in a 
totally different atmosphere, and with a 
different and distinctive epoch tm the 
growth of Alaska. 
When your reviewer In commenting on 
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“The Barrier" goes on to state that. this 
is not Alaska and these are not Alaskans, 
I simply sit down in the middle of the 
road. and ask her how she knows.. Has 
she ever been north of Harlem or west 
of Orange? Has she ever seen a live 
Alaskan pr a photograph of any part of 
the country? Has she ever been tm any 
mining camp or any frontier town? I say 
it is Alaska and these are Alaskans, 

She writes: “It might be almost any 
wild country with a rigorous climate, and 
the inhabitants would be as much at home 
fn any other mining town as in Mlam- 
beau.” Sad but true! Notwithstanding 
the fact that the scenic setting of “ The 
Barrier" is absolutely faithful to detail 
and its .characters taken from Ife, I 
agree with her. Alaska is too young to 
have a native white population, and its 
inhabitants are drawn from every quarter 
of this and other countries. From my 
limited observation, most wild countries 
and most rigorous climates are similar, 
and I state unhesitatingly that the Amer- 
{can man is the same in Alaska as in Ne- 
vada or In South Dakota. Why shouldn't 
he be? I have never yet seen human 
nature visibty affected by latitude and 
longitude. If I have depicted characters 
which ono meets in other mining towns 
and other wild countries, I have succeeded 
in doing exactly what I set out to do. 


When your critic states that he—I beg 
pardon, she—especially “recoils from the 
author's fundamental assumption that 
the ravishingly beautiful heroine could 
for years be mistaken for’ a Siwash halt- 
breed,” and will continue to so recoil 
“no matter how many newspaper clip- 
pings and affidavits Mr. Beach may have 
collected for the overwhelming of skep- 
tics,” I feel that there isn’t much for me 
to say. Such absolute knowledge and 
positiveness is on a par with that of the 
farmer who, after carefully scrutinizing 
a camel in a menagerie, finally walked 
away and said: “ Oh, hell! there ain’t no 
such animal” However, I will lay a little 
10 to 3 that your critic never saw a half- 
breed or full-blooded Siwash or Pah-ute, 
and is therefore not qualified to judge. 
Nevertheless, I am more easily over- 
whelmedg than ghe, (or he,) and one affi- 
davit, or one newspaper clipping, or one 
mere assertion from any reputable source 
that your critic has seen an Indian of 
any description will convince me that I 


am wrong, and that he (or she) knows

Being merely 
the author, and not nearly so familiar 
with the book as. your critic, I can’t recall 
any murders at all in the story. 

It would be easy to overlook the above 
discrepancies, for, after all, newspaper 
copy is measured and paid for the 
inch, and book reviews are productive of 
greater returns to the writer thereof than 
to the author of the books.

gold do “ ring in the pan,” if they happen 
to be large enough, and, furthermore, that 
the expression is perfectly valid and com- 
mon, in spige of the fact that no one ever 
took the trouble to tell him so. 

If I thought the knowledge would be of 
any practical value to your critic I would 
gladly explain fully the meaning of the 
expression, but why burden the mind of a 
book reviewer with practical knowledge? 

Book reviews are undoubtedly fine 
things; they teach so much, and undoubt- 
edly the readers of Tux New York Tuwes 
who intend to buy or have bought my 
book are greatly interested to know poai- 
tively whether a color of gold might or 
might not ring when dropped into a gold 
pan. It is wel] to have a matter of such 
genera] import settled once for all, even 
at the cost of several hundred words. If 
your critic is as skeptical on this as on 
other points of my book, I will galdly 


furnish him or her with “many news- 
paper clippings and affidavits,” and, fur- 
thermore, convince him that I have writ- 
ten of a country which I know as inti- 
mately as he xnows Newspaper Row. 
Mining, book reviewing, and shoemak- 
ing are all good trades, but dissimilar 
Undoubtedly your book reviewer is a good 
critic, else he would not so diligently 
gearch through some 90,000 words for a 
mining phrase to criticise, but it is a far 
cry from the pencil and scissors to the

AN UNEVEN NOVEL. 


There is something tragic in a really 
fine book that flags ard the end.

CLIMBING MT. McKINLEY. 


NTERESTING, spectacular, important, 
ali these and perhaps several other 
adjectives as well, are needful for 

adequate description of the feat of 
Frederick A. Cook, M. D., when he 
climbed Mount McKinley and set the 
Stars and Stripes upon the highest 
peak in North America at an alti- 
tude of 20,390 feet. A portion of the 
account of this perilous undertaking, sev- 
eral times defeated, but finally successful, 
has already had magazine publication, 
But the entire story in detail is published 
now, under the title “To the Top of 
the Continent,” (Doubleday, Page & 
Co., $2.50,) with a great many excellent 
illustrations from photographs, numerous 
drawings and maps, and & frontispiece in 
eolor from a painting by Russell W. Por- 
ter, giving a view of Mount McKinley tow- 
ering above the surrounding peaks, 

Dr. Cook’s first expedition was made In 


~ 1908, during which he and his party ex- 


plored much of the country’ té*the south- 
west and west of the mountain and at- 
tacked the peak without success from 
those two directions. This‘trip was made 
with the help of pack horses, Indian cay- 
uses which he had taken from Yakima. 
But when he renewed the attempt te con- 
quer the ice-clad mountain in 1906 a mo- 
terboat was added to his equipment, and 
in this-he made his way up swift glacial 
streams and through tumbling rapids, ex- 
ploring the Yentna, the Susitana, 
Chulitna Rivers. This work 
ploration mapping of .glaciers and 
mountain peaks occupied all the Summer 
until well on in August. Then the party 
scattered and it was finally with a single 
companion, Edward Barrille, with whom 
Dr. Cook gained the summit of Mount

To tell the bare story of “William Jordan, 
Junior,” would be but to describe a deb 
icate, high-strung boy with a pitiful 
birthmark, who hag been brought up by 
his father, an old scholar and bookseller, 
in complete ignorance of the world and ita 
ways. The development of this boy—his 
struggles, his sufferings, his bewildered

For the rest the story—thrown against 
a@ raw Bronx background, with glimpses 
of the Park and the ugly sproutings of 
the suburbs about the pleasant old coun- 
try house where the heroine dwells—shows 
how badly the vicar wooed and how well 
the scion of Washington Square. Then 
ft shows what an unsatisfactory hus- 
band a skillful wooer may make. And 
how unwise it is for a man who Is halt 
a Jew to refuse the honor of his Oriental 
heritage—even when he ‘is a Christian 
minister. 

Mr, Hopkins has a turn for casuistical 
questions of conscience. One sees that 
for him man is made for morals, not mor- 
als for man. The trouble with the story 
is the fact that the author is not enough 
at home in the environment he has elected 
for his people to make the reader feel at 
home. By the way, Mr. Hopkins cannot 
resist the temptation to let his heroine 
do turns in vaudeville, and he condemns 
his half-Jewish vicam to the unsympa- 
thetic task of converting his mother’s 
people to Christianity. This by way of 
atonement for having denied his Jewish 
blood in his youth.

In a beok of Mr. Lee's which Scrib- 
ners published in America about @ year 
or two ago there is to be found an tn- 
teresting account of other attempts 
which have been made to put up a 
Shakespeare memoria! im Londean. In 
1821 Charles Mathews, the actor, tried 
to erect a monument; in 1847 another 
attempt was made, and in 1864 still a 
third. All these failed, one of the main 
reasons of their failing being that of 
divisions In the ranks of thelr support- 
ers as to the precise form that the me- 
mortal ought to take. These previous 
experiences, therefore, form a very bad 
augury for the present scheme. 

Considering the matter quite apart 
from Shakespeare, it would certainly 
be @ good thing for London, architect- 
urally, to be able to add a beautiful 
monument to her present rather unpre- 
possessing collection of outdoor and in- 
door statuary. The stages through 
which recent efforts to promote sculpt- 
ured memorials in London have passed 
suggest—says Mr. Lee—the “ Alice in 
Wonderland” definition of the four 
branches of arithmetic—Ambition, Dis- 
traction, Uglification, and Derision. The 
two last terms may be used as well to 
describe the monuments themselves. No 
two words indeed come to the tongue 
more freely at thought of the Albert 
Memorial than “ Uglification” axnd 
“ Derision.”

THE CRIMINAL IN FICTION. 


The Lawbreaker Type Has Persisted Since the Time of the First 


Man, and the Literature of 


Roguery Is as Old as Writing 


Itself—The Picaresque Hero as the Quiet Reader's Vicari- 
ous Adventurer Into Realms Forbidden. 


By ARTHUR STRINGER,

ea—HAT most strikes you, 

when you come to study 

the criminal in literature, 

is the antiquity of the 

“bad man,” either as the 

= hero or the anti-hero. 
The First Man, it must be remembered, 
was also the first offender. His off- 
spring, Cain, was a close second. Crime 
and the punishment meted out to it or 
the remorse awakened by ft may be 
called the motif of our earliest narra- 
tions. From Adam onward this litera- 
ture is so stippled with offense and the 
record of offenders that our sad old 
world, looking wistfully back to better 
things, has learned to reckon its life 
from what it calls the “fall of man.” 
In other words, recorded history begins 
with crime. A happy people, it is sald, 
can have no history. It is much the 
game, apparently, with an honest man. 
Otherwise we would have no news- 
papers and no novels, for it is the devia- 
tion from rectitude, in one form or an- 
other, that still holds our interest. The 
bridge from the Stealing of the Apple 
to the Looting of the Bank ts not such 
along one, The Book of Job, with its 
tacit-argument against the invariability 
af retribution, is as much a guilty man's 
eonfession of crime as is Hapgood’s 
“Confession of a Thief” or Fiynt’s 
“Criminal In the Open.” Hewlett’s 
“Fool Errant” may claim direct de- 
scent from the Odyssey, just as “ Raf- 
fles” and “The Arabian Nights” are 
of the same family, and the Song of 
Solomon can be recognized as a fore- 
runner of “Sapho” and ™“™Cousine 
Bette” and that lamentably extensive 
fterature which treats of the miseries 
and remorse of the voluptuary. The 
Iliad itself is really criminology with its 
spectacles off, as Herbert Spencer has 
hinted. Prometheus stealing the sacred 
fire is practically the same figure as a 
Bixth Avenue “lightning slinger™ tap- 
ping « poolroom wire for police raid 
purposes. The difference is a mere 
matter of time and geography. The 
audacity of man rebelling against pow- 
ers older and greater than himself, com- 
mitting sin for the mitigation of what, 
tm his own self-judging pride, he has 
branded as a greater sin, in some mys- 
terious way still gets under our skins. 
It tickles us school children of too co- 
erced existence to think that any one of 
us can still defy that grim schoolmis- 
tress called Fate, even though the defi- 


ance must be well paid for, and oan be - 


, anly that of a moment 

In this very fact lies the dramatic ap- 
peal of the criminal. It is, for instance, 
on crime that-all of Shakespeare’s pro- 
foundest tragedies are founded, The 
very thing we call tragedy is rooted in 
crime; and of all art forms it ts tragedy 
that holds us longest and stirs us deep» 
est. Even war itself must fall under 
this record. The nation, like thé indi- 
vidual, being unable to fortify justice, 
swings about and justifies force. With- 
out some such background of tragic 
possibilities the zest of living would 
pale, the depths of human courage 
would remain unsounded, the humility 
ef man born to sorrow would never be 
learned. So to keep in touch with these 
@emental passions and struggles we 
must still turn to what may be roughly 
yet justly called the criminal type. 
He is of ali time, this criminal, showl- 
Gering up out of the civilization that 
ripples over him like @ stream over @ 
gullen boulder. He is atavistic, remind- 
fmg us what we came from. He not 
only reverts to primordial conditions, 
but he keeps showing us how fragile are 
the barriers which stand betweén us 
and the barbaric. He ts careless of life; 
he is neyer quiescent; he faces peril and 
gheds blood; he staggers down the 


of the stage, from Paris abducting a 
Trojan Helen down to the latest pred- 
atory jaunt of Rais Uli, from the po- 
lygamous Blue Beard down to Barry 
Lyndon, or the latest gentleman burglar 
of the latest metropolitan extra. Just 
as mother earth lies under our asphalt- 
ed city streets so under our veneer of 
civilization lie our racial and elemental 
passions, The core of peril is still ro- 
mance; dubious issues still hold us 
breathless, deeds of revolt and passion 
still attract us. 


But the face of life, tf must be re- 
membered, has changed. The veneer 
has been pasted on, layer by layer. 
Primitive man, jealous of his mate, 
made it a very simple matter of stone 
hatchet or club wielding. Still later ft 
became a matter of drawing out swords. 
Nowadays it ts a matter of drawing up 
& brief. Instead of spilling blood we 
tamely spill ink—and an interlocutory 
decree is handed down, and as we limp 
along with ingrowing emotions we pine 
for the romance of lost perils. 


When these perils do break out fn our 
midst they are promptly quarantined, 
like the measles. A fire line is estab- 
lished about our burning buildings, cur- 
tains are hung along the sides of our 
police wagons, our ambulances, at a 
hurry call, whisk away earthly suffer- 
ing and hide it behind hospital walls, 
and hired armies, at so much a day, go 
to the front and fight our battles for us. 
The elemental] currents of life have been 
taught to run underground, ike our 
sewer pipes and our power circuits, and 
the every-day man, confronted by the 
ceaseless everydayness of things, is sel- 
dom_startled into his biological, funda-~ 
mental conception of existence. He is 
more and more rarely brought face to 
face with those tragic possibilities 
which, disquieting as they are, still give 
life its meaning and its majesty? its 
zest of uncertainty, its courage to turn 
from the drip of sawdust and look on a 
little red blood. 


In other words, we all get tired of 
trying to live up to our blue china, as 
the Oxford aesthete complained. We 
insist on peril and the tingle of nerves 
that comes. with peril. We hurse a 
hunger for old hazard. Out of this hun- 
ger has been created that literature 
which falls under the title of tragedy, 
on the ome hand, or the romance of 
roguery, on the other. 

The rogue story, of course, came to us 
from Spain, and may be called the 
grandfather of our modern novel. 
Through.the medium of the fabliaux 
and the novelle and the jest book of the 
Middle Ages it persisted, til we find 
it merging into a “ Gil Blas,” then into 
& Defoe’s “Moll Flanders,” (which 
graft of character study on low life 
gave us our first clumsy specimen of 
English novel,) and still later into a 
Fielding’s “Tom Jones.” The tran- 
scription of low life, in a way, took the 
place of the childishly herole treatment 
of human beings peculiar to. the epic. 
Belf-consciousness and research little by 
little revealed to society the multiplic- 
ity of criminal forces arrayed to prey 
m and upon it. ‘The natural growth of 
realism, as time went on, compelled fic- 
tion to include the criminal in its reflec- 
Yons of the actual. He was first the 
rogue, mere.rascality touched with hu- 
mor, the’sly paramour, the venal priest, 
and the gypsy, the Robin Hood and the 
sea rover, the “bad men" of Chaucer 
and Villon, Le Sage and Jonson. 

The mere depiction of adventure and 
intrigud’such as this inevitably devel-

rr, 





resque novel, as such, is not a modern 
success. The Instinct of retributive 
justice is so deeply rooted in our hearts 
that we moderns resent the triumph of 
villainy. The rogue of our latter-day 
romance must be a rogue only under 
extenuating circumstances. He must 
square with ethics, or we cannot accept 
him. Or, if the offense is open and un- 
equivocal, the offender must suffer for 
his sins. Yet we love to see him snap 
his fingers at the overexacting letter of 
the law, to the end that he may carry 
out Its spirit: We delight In his crush- 
ing through temporal issues for the 
sake of those emotions which we have 
been taught to regard as eternal. We 
ourselves are a bit too timid to.,do what 
these fine and flashing heroes attempt.

The seden- 
tary bookkeeper who catches the 5:40 
for his trim little suburban home takes 
his dip into “Treasure Island” or 
“Sherlock Holmes” and becomes once 
more reconciled to the placid order of 
things. The prim little milliner who 
works in the back shop takes her daily 
afring In the emotionalism of “Ca- 
mille” and turns contentedly back to 
her toil For in this world of fiction we 
all find that natural and necessary ka- 
tharsis of our too dormant emotions. 
We undergo what may be called a vica- 
rious rebarbarization. We approach the 
illicit—the {Illicit that {s so perennially 
attractive—without sacrifice of personal 
integrity. We achieve a harmless pur- 
gation pf that potential and elemental 
criminality which has come down to us 
from Adam himself. We face the nov- 
elty of vast emotions, of those strange 
passions which are as alluring as a 
glimpse into some new land, without in 
any way compromising our claim to re- 
spectable citizenship. In fact, as we 
come tingling from each new dip into 
this bath of picaresque romancing, we 
unwittingly wash away some incrusting 
perversion of thought or feeling. The 
stoop-shouldered office worker who 
plunges into his Hugoesque misdeeds, 
om paper, and achieves a vicarious 
atonement or has meted out.to him a 
vicarious punishment, returns to the 
dry land of every-day life with the re- 
freshing feeling that existence is wider 
than a roll-top desk. He has also eased 
his soul of that whimpering trouble 
which came down to him from his an- 
cestors. He has screwed a new bar

The Proposed World's Memorial to Shakespeare: Is It Needed ? Is 
Rodin the Man to Create It ?— Authors of Recent Books 
Reply to Their Reviewers—‘Dum Spiro Spero” 
—Various Communications. 


New York Times Saturday Review of Books: 
UR highly interesting and 
pertinent remarks on the 
proposed memorial to Shake- 
speare suggest my saying 
that while Shakespeare cer- 
tainly’ does not need the 

monument to in any way perpetuate 

his memory, we-—the English speak- 
ing people—who have been benefited 
and lifted by his genius for so many gen- 
erations, may, possibly, be none the worse 
for an opportunity of giving some ex- 
pression to our admiration and gratitude, 
however inadequate it may be to the sub- 
ject. “It is in the same sense exactly that 


we are the gainers by erecting a church 
in which to honor the Creative Power. He 
certainly does not need it, but we do. 

It is more than probable, as you say, 
that the genius in sculpture, as exempl!- 
fied in these times, may fall short of the 
occasion, but the same may be said of 
the churches. However unworthy the 
greatest reach of finite genius must ever 
be to the infinitude of the occasion, the 
humblest and crudest of effects to pay 
tribute to that Power are as lifts that 
free us from this ‘‘muddy vesture of 
decay that doth grossly close us jn.”" In 
other words, any sincere manifestation of 
admiration of what is great or good in- 
evitably helps the poorer soul that makes 
it to an apprehension of its higher self—to 
the Kingdom of Heaven that is within 
each one of us. 

If the sentiment of the English speak- 
ing people of this age is so strong as to 
crystallize in the concrete form of a mill- 
jon dollars for the purpose, surely an op- 
portunity should be given artists to create 
and to profit by the inspiration that the 
memory of Shakespeare, more than any 
other great man, could call forth. 

As to the form which this memorial 
should take, that of erecting a theatre 
for the production of Shakespearean plays 
is an excellent one, but the sum of money 
contemplated would scarcely be sufficient 
for the purpose, In the first place, the 
mere structure of the theatre should cost 
that much, so nothing would be left with 
which to endow it. Even if a large enough 
sum could be raised, is it at all probable 
that the result, in the expression of dra- 
matic art, would be more creditable to 
the people of this period than the efforts 
of the sculptors? 

Poor as the sculpture of the present 
day may be—frankly—is the acting better? 

From time immemorial sculpture has 
been the vehicle by which humans have 
honored and glorified their deities and 
great men. The people of the world and 
centuries have benefited—not the gods 
nor the heroes to whom the monuments 
have been erected. 

Your viéw, dear Sir, is pessimistic I be- 
lieve that there are sculptors even to-day 
whose work will permeate through com- 
ing decades and whose fame will remain 
unperishable for ages.

Our Critic Criticised. 


Wew York Times Saturday Review of Books: 


The review of H. G. Wells's “ New 
Worldg. for Old” in the issue of March 
28 is remarkably below your usual stand- 
ard. The reviewer easily condemns the 
book at the start with a casual reference 
to “the classes whom he would benefit 
by revolutionizing our institutions.” In 
reading the text one gets ‘no such pro- 
gramme. Mr. Wells’s Socialism is admin- 
istrative, constructive; revolutionary So- 
cialism is chiefly, and almost wholly, a 
phase in the development of. the idea. 
The book abounds in such definitions of 
Socialism as these: Page 8—‘‘ A project 
for the reshaping of human society upon 
new and better lines’; Page 25—‘An 
orderly plan for the half-conceived wilder- 
ness of human effort’; Pagé 87—‘' The 
subordination of the individual motive te 
the happiness and welfare of the species "’; 
Page’ 285—‘' This great making of a4 
permanent well-being for mankind.”’ On 
Page 331 wé find this statement: “ Social- 
ism under a great leader, or as a power~- 
fully organized party, would be the end 
of Socialism.” Your reviewer's persist- 
ence in holding to his own notion of a 
class-interest_ revolution would be more 
creditable if-we were sure that he had 
read the book. 

The critic seems uncertain whether to 
consider ‘‘ New Worlds for Old"’ as more 
of a Blue Book or @ Utopian symphony, 
which indicates merely that he neither 
understood the statistics nor compre 
hended the idea of a constructive pro- 
gramme for an intelligent community. 
His implication that Mr. Wells does not 
see the difficulties is childish in the face 
of such-statéments as these, (Page 332:) 
“Directly one accepts those great gen- 
eralizations one passes on to a jungle of 
incurably intricate problems through 
which man has to make his way or fail.” 
‘Socialism is hope, but it is not assur- 
ance.”’

connection with this, (Page 143:) “ All 
that property which is an enlargement of 
personality the modern Socialist seeks to 
preserve’; and this, (Page 68:) “ The 
conception of personal ownership has in 
the past contributed elements to human 
progress™that could have come through 
no other means,”’ 

It is further alleged that Mr. Wells 
underrates present progress. How about 
Page 10: “The world is now a better 
place for a common man than ever it 
was before’; “in the matter of sheer 
ichievement I believe in my own time"; 
“things get better because men mean 
them to get better.” Mr. Wells's whole 
programme relies upon what he calls 
“Good will working through the efforts 
of men,” (Page 5.) 

These are but brief but it is 
thought that they cover the main points 
of the review, (so far as it had any,) and 
call sufficient attention to the entire fail- 
ure of your reviewer to understand or set 
forth the text. It is at this time especially 
deplorable that a book of th quality as 
“New Worlds for Old” yuld fail to 
get decent treatment at the hands of 
your paper. It ought to be fairly well

While I shall not be guilty of the bad 
taste of attempting any reply to your 
reviewer's criticism of my book—since 
every man ts entitled to his own views 
on such matters—yet I think that in the 
spirit of fatr play I might be entitled to 
gay a word in defense of myself, since I 
conceive my book and my views have 
been somewhat unjustly handled by your 
critic. 

In reviewing my “ Vitality, Fasting, and 
Nutrition,” then, your critic devoted 
almost his entire space to an attack upon 
the theory of disease advanced in the 
book, which was not my own at all, but 
which merely summarized and quoted 
from other authors, (purposely,) and 
these views have been before the world 
for half a century, and have never been 
@isproved, at all events, no matter what 
we think of them. I am not responsible 
for those views, though I believe in them, 
and stated them in my volume. Of the 
importance of the fasting records your 
eritic says not a word, nor does he allude 
to the fact—the central and most vital 
point of my whole book—that the law of 
eenservation of energy is attacked. The 
examples quoted are not mine, but Dr. 
Rabagtiati’s, in the introduction, and I 
cannot be held responsible for these, 
though [I believe them to be essentially 
true. 

Again, why should the fact that I am 
@ believer in the raw food diet “fix my 
status for the serious scientist”? Has 
f been so conclusively proved that this 
@iet is an erroneous one? Does my critic 
know that Prof. Jaffa of the University 
of California has published two reports, 
qunder the supervision of the United 
States Department of Agriculture,) find- 
ing, as the result of his investigations, 
that those who live in this manner are 
exceptionally robust and healthy, and that 
we must, contrary to general conceptions, 
wegard fruits henceforth as real food 
rather than food accessories? However, 
this fs not the place to discuss purely 
@ietetic and medical problems of the kind 
under discussion. 

I have m@ my book raised the biggest 
question ever raised im physiology— 
whether we do or do not receive our 
strength and energy from our daily food 
—and instead of attemptiffg in any way to 
answer my facts and arguments my critic 
merely scoffs at them. He says not one 
word as to tho theories of sleep, of death, 
ef cancer, insanity, anaemia, end the 
hundred other facts and arguments 
brought forward in the book, to say 
nothing of my attack upon the law of 
conservation. I can only say that this 
is a very queer way indeed of treating 
@ book of this character, which offers to 
support every contention made by facts, 
and I can only say that if medical men, 
ef my reviewers tn medical journals, at- 
tempt to treat the book In a similar man- 
mer, they will either have to retract their 
words or bring forward something like 
feapectable evidence and proof that my 
theories are unsound I shall be the very 
Mrst to welcome any fair attack or criti- 
cism, as opposed to that supercilious high- 
bandedness which treats all new ideas 
with “becoming” scorn.

G. P. Putnam's Sons have issued no 
more interesting volume in thetr Crown 
Theological Library than “The Pro- 
gramme of Modernism,” with the text of 
the encyclical tn an English version, trans- 
lated by the Rev. Father George Tyrrell 
This movement, so new and so old, Is cre- 
ating more interest day by day, and espe- 
ctally since it has been visited with the 
Pope’s condemnation.

“TAMPER WITH MSS? 


Well-Known Publishers Declare 


for Rights of Authors as 
Against Editorial Correc- 
tions and Additions.

N a case now on trial in one 
of the Brooklyn courts aa 
important question that 
has long been at Issue be- 
tween author and publisher 
is up for solution. Has an 
editor or a publisher the 

right to add to an article before its publi- 
cation without the consent of its author? 
This question is the point at issue between 
Charles F. Chamberlayne and the Ameri- 
can Lawbook Company, the former hay- 
ing brought suit against the latter on ac- 
count of certain changes which were 
made in an afticle contributed by the 
complainant to the “ Cyclopedia of Law 
and Procedure.”’. In this contributed article 
which was on the subject of “ evidence,” 
the American Lawbook Company are said 
to have made changes without consulting 
the author. In accordance with the.con- 
tract made by these publishers with Mr. 
Chamberlayne the article was to be the 
work of the latter, and was to appear 
under his signature. When it was actu- 
ally published, however, certain sections 
were accompanied by a footnote stating 
that they were “ by Charles F, Chamber- 
layne, revised and edited by Charles Cc. 
Moore and William Lawrence Clark.” The 
right to do this Mr. Chamberlayne con- 
tests, and in order to support the justice 
of his contention a number of editors and 
publishers were called upon to give their 
testimony 28 to the rights and usages in 
such matters commonly observed in the 
publication of books and magazines. The 
testimony thus elicited, coming from a 
number of our best-known publishers, ts 
exceedingly interesting as throwing light 
on what is generally considered a rather 
delicate ethical problem. Thus Mr. Rich- 
ard Watson Gilder makes the following 
statement:

Thia statement is further enforted by 
Mr. George Haven Putnam, who has had 
a forty years’ expericnce in the manage- 
ament of the firm of G. P, Putnam's Sona. 
Mr. Putnam gives it as his opinion, 
“based upon expériénce and knowledge 
of editorial usage, that the addition, with- 
out the consent of the author, of new 
material to a volume or paper, submitted 
by an author as ‘in readinesr for the 
press,’ is inadmissible, and that such ac- 
‘tion on the part of e¢itor or of publish- 
ers would zive to such author legitimate 
ground for srievance. That it is contrary 
to the custoin of the publishers of books 
or of publishers or editors 6f magazines 
or of serial publications to make any 
additions, Imterpolations, or material 
changes in articles the publication rights 
of which have been purchased by them 
(leaving the copyright in the hands of the 
author) or to béoks or articles for which 
both publication rights and copyrights 
have been purchased, excepting with the 
consent of the authors of such articles.” 

In the testimony given by Henry Holt 
the -inviolability of an author's manu- 
script is made even more emphatic, Mr. 
Holt stating that “ during all his expert- 
ence he never bas heard of any custom 
justifying an editor or publisher In add- 
ing to any matter issued by him under 
the name of another person without the 
consent of sueh person; or even in sub- 
tracting from it in essentials, the trifling 
abbreviations not changing the sense are 


admissible where it is necessary to bring 
the matter within defined limits.” 

Mr. Isaac K, Funk of Funk & Wag- 
nalls declared that he had made it a rule 
in his company, and a part of his in- 
structions to his editors, “ never directly 
or indirectly to make on author responsi- 
ble for what he did not do or say, or for 
the work or words of another.” This 
rule, however, Mr. ink does not apply 
to slight verbal changes in manuscript. 

Similar testimony was given by Mr. 
George Cary Eggleston and Mr. Orlando 
P. Thomson, President of the Baker, 
Voorhis Company, both of whom, speak- 
ing from their experience in the usages 
of publishers, state their belief in the 
author's privilege to decide upon any 
changes that an editor may desire to 
make in his manuscript before publica- 
tion. 

The testimony thus advanced fn this 
case is made to apply to all material pub- 
lished under a signature, whether in mag 
azine, newspaper, or book, and apparently 
supports the opinion held by the com- 
plainant, that such material cannot be 
altered without the author’s consent.
